Housing  selection  efforts  increased

The  Office  of  Studeni  Ufe  ts  'already 
months  ahead*  in  planning,  and  has  in- 
cteaaed  its  efforts  lo  insolve  students  in 
this  year's  hoising  selection  process, 
said  Michclk  Espimwo.  associate  direc- 
tor of  Student  of  Life. 

Laai  year,  said  Espinosa,  the  housing 
pubetes  were  already  sei  before  town 
meeting  were  held,  and  anticipating 
where  student  arguments  would  ahse,

She  also  noted  that  Iasi  year's  process

According  to  Espinoaa.  five  focus 
gruup^  designed  to  gam  input  on  the 
hoitting  process  from  students  campus- 
wide,  have  been  furmed  under  the  Stu- 
dent Life  Operations  Committee. 

The  ConuTuiiec  consists  of  16  mem- 
bers of  the  Resident  Affairs  Counal.  five 
of  w bom  arc  residcni  assisunts,  she  said. 
Ibgctbcr,  they  'rccruiied  and  coordi- 
nated a lai  of  about  25  students'*  to  serve 
to  the  focus  groups,  said  Espinosa 
Espinma  feels  the  list  is  a fair  tepresen- 
taiioo  of  classes  and  residential  aieas, 
noting  however,  that  she  'rccogniKd 


too  many  of  the  names.*  Although, 
don't  haveasirongieprcscniaiion  of  fint 
year  students,*  she  said,  wc' vc  goilen'a 
lot  of  feedback  from  the  current  sopho- 
more  class*  concerning  ihcir  'miscon- 
ceptions' of  the  housing  process. 

Eachof  the  focus  groups  met  with  two 
members  of  the  Operations  COmmillee 
during  (he  week  of  November  16.  One 
member  of  the  Commitlcc  acted  as  a 
'facilitator,”  while  anolhcr'obscrved  and 
look  notes*  on  student  suggestions,  said 
Espinosa.  The  groups  addressed  the 
issues  of  special  interest  housing,  the 
lottery  piocess  and  information  disinbu- 
tion. 

Espinosa  said  that  m addition  to  the 
focusgmupstbcrewill'bclotsofoppor- 
lunjlies  for  student  input,*  including  ad- 
diboiul  luwn  mocimgs  and  'question 
andenswersessions.*  Issuer  that  aresiill 
unresolved,  at  the  suggestion  of  Rob 
Kelly , president  of  the  Student  Govem- 
mcni  Association,  may  be  brought  be- 
fore the  student  body  for  a vote,  said 
Espinoaa. 

*Onc  of  my  goals  with  room  selection 
is  to  have  students  directing  the  loiicry 
pTDCOS  each  evening,*  said  Espinosa. 
Students  are  'so  highly  invested”  in  the 
process  that  “they'll  make  it  work."  she 
added. 

Espinosa  said  the  Office  of  Student 
Life  hopes  to  disinbuic  informational 
booklets  on  the  housing  process,  'iminc- 
diaiely  before  or  following  spring  break," 
to  give  them  'enough  time  to  team  the 


process  and  a.<>k  questions."  Our  goal  is 
to  gel  information  lo  the  students  "as 
clearly  as  possible,  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible,” she  said,  noting  that  "students 
want  to  kitow  numbers." 

At  a town  meeting  held  November  3, 
Espinosa  addressed  student  concerns 
about  the  closing  of  Ahem  resident  halt, 
housing  gaurantccs,  the  role  of  resident 
assistants  in  the  process,  special  inlcrcsi 
housing  and  squatter's  rights. 

Ahem  will  not  be  closed  next  year, 
said  Espinosa,  slating  that  plans  to 
conlruct  a new  freshman  residence  on 
the  site  are  "still  under  consideration 
between  an:  hi  ICC  is  and  the  BoardofThi.M- 
ces.”  “There  will  be  a shuffling  of 
spaces,  but  not  a loss  of  spaces,"  said 
Espioosa.  "The  occupancy  rate  will  re- 
main suiicai  least  forthe  next  flveorsix 
years,"  she  said. 

Contrary  lo  popular  belief,  noted 
Espinosa,  Loyola  docs  not  have  a four 
year  housing  policy.  Because  most  stu- 
dents can  be  accomodated  for  four  years, 
students  assume  that  there  is  a housing 
guarantee, shesaid.  Howcvcr.shesaidil 
IS  'the  advice  of  the  college  legal  coun- 
cil" not  to  guarantiee  housing,  she  said, 
because  tl  involves  too  many  "legalities 
andconiracls". 

Espinosa  agreed  with  a suggeslion 
that  house  presidents  assume  a greater 
role  in  the  housing  process.  Resident 
assbtanis  have  "a  lot  of  other  concerns." 
she  said,  and  house  presidents,  who  have 
gone  through  the  bousing  process  ihem-

tern  ismuchmorc  than  a replacement 
for  the  card  catalog,"  said  Fryer,  noting 
ihatitsuserswill  be  able  to  find  everything 
from  local  weather  news  to  a listing  of 
the  contents  in  USA  Today.  Students 
may  not  "want  or  need"  all  this 
information,  said  Stewart,  but  some  will 
find  it  ••intriguing." 

Stewart  explained  lhal  the  library 
did  not  automate  sooner  because  it  was 
“looking  for  a better  system."  "W: 
originally  plannedonantn-hoiscsysicm” 
that  would  provide  access  only  to  the 
resources  of  the  Loyola-Noire  Dame 
Library,  she  said.  She  said  that  the 
University  ofMaryland  “invited  Loyola 
to  go  along  with  them”  in  joining  the 
CARLsys(em.but  was  “stalled  by  budget 
cuts."  LoyoIaopiedinsicadtocnicrinlo 
a consortium,  which  would  “give  them 
more  control  over  the  system,"  with  The 
CoUegcofNotie  Dame,  Mount  St.  Mary's 
College  and  Hood  College,  according  to 
Stewart. 

The  consortium  is  oveisccn  by  the 
four  chief  academic  officers  of  each 
college,  and  by  a “day  to  day  operations 
group,"  which  includes  a systems 


coordinalorandacompulcrprognunmcr, 
now  based  at  Hood  College,  said  Stew  an. 

Stewart  noted  that  the  four  schools 
share  not  only  their  expertise  but  “the 
cost  of  the  system."  Funds  for  Loyola's 
share  came  primarily  from  "money  built 
up  over  the  years  in  an  investment  fund 
at  the  library,"  she  said. 

Stewart  described  the  new  system 
as  an  "educational  tool,"  and  Fryer  added 
that  it  is  a “marketing  tool"  as  well.  The 
system  will  attract  prospective  students, 
he  said,  as  well  as  help  students  Icam  to 
access  information  electronically  and 
acquire  “skills  applicable  in  the  real 
world." 

In  addition  lo.bui"cniirely  separate 
from"  ihc  CARLsystem,  ihe  library  will 
extend  its  CD-ROM  system,  according 
to  Stewart.  This  system  allows  students 
to  conduct  a computerized  search  of 
hundreds  of  periodicals.  Six  new 
terminals,  to  be  in  operation  by 
Thanksgiving,  will  allow  students  to 
simultaneously  access  "more  various 
databases,"  along  with  the  Psychology, 
Education,  Business,  and  General 
Periodicals  Indexes  already  available, 
said  Stewart.

Understanding  the  issue  of 
hunger  and  homelessness 

Hunger  and  Homelessness  Week  ts  a lime  for  the  Loyola 
community  to  gam  a greater  understanding  of  the  struggle  that 
countless  people  face  every  day.  The  country  currently  has  some 
of  the  highest  unemployment  rates  ever,  and  the  rates  of 
homelessness  arc  just  as  high.  With  the  holidays  approaching,  we 
should  not  allow  ourselves  to  gel  so  busy  that  we  forget  those  less 
fortunate  than  ourselves.  During  the  past  week,  the  college 
community  sponsored  events  to  help  raise  awareness  of  the  issues 
and  to  allow  the  armmunity  to  work  for  change. 

A Sleep  Out  wa-s  held  where  people  actually  slept  ouLside  on 
the  mall  in  an  attempt  to  realize  what  it  is  like  to  have  no  place  to 
sleep.  During  the  night,  students  participated  in  activities  of 
reflection  and  acted  as  advocates  by  writing  letters  to  government 
officials.  Panel  discussions  were  held  giving  people  involved  in  the 
issue  of  hunger  and  homelessness  in  the  Baltimore  community  to 
speak.  Students  worked  in  the  Carc-A-Van.  a Loyola  project 
which  continues  throughout  the  year.  The  van  goes  through  the 
streets  of  downtown  Baltimore  serving  food  and  simply  talking 
with  people.  A Hunger  Banquet  which  simulated  the  food  distri- 
bution throughout  the  world  was  held. 

All  of  these  events  help  to  stimulate  awareness  and  involve- 
ment in  the  issues  of  hunger  and  homelessness.  But  the  awareness 
should  not  stop  with  one  week.  The  Community  Service  Office 
offers  numerous  chances  for  students  to  become  involved,  and 
many  students  are  currently  working  in  the  Baltimore  community. 
The  students,  faculty,  and  staff  who  sponsored  or  participated  in 
the  events  deserve  to  be  congratulated  for  a job  well  done.  The 
upcoming  holidays  offer  us  all  a chance  to  reflect  on  our  situation 
and  to  get  involved.  It  is  an  opportunity  that  should  not  be  missed.

computer  system  ison  par  with  that  of  an 
average  public  high  school,  and  barely 
belief  than  a middle-school  stocked  with 
Apple  IIEs.  Ccnainly  any  hopcof  achiev- 
ing recognitionftom  Phi  Beta  Kappa  can 
be  dismissed  until  Loyola  ha.sbrought  its 
network  up  to  the  admittedly  fast  speed 
of  current  cducauonal  computing  sian- 
dards. 

Here  arc  a few  specific  com- 
plaints, and  more  imponantly,  some  sug- 
gestions for  praciical  remedies:

Feminists  respond  to  criticism  over  abortion  debate

I would  like  to  address  a letter  to 
the  editor  which  appeared  in  a recent 
issue  of  the  Greyhound  concerning  the 
Abortion  Debate  which  was  sponsored

by  the  Young  Feminist  Group.  In  this 
letter,  the  YFG  was  mistakenly  called 
“radical"  and  was  slandered  for  "going 
to  far"  by  making  information  available 
before  and  after  the  debate.  The  author 
of  this  letter  clearly  made  these  accusa- 
tions based  on  a lack  of  knowledge  con- 
cerning the  intentions  and  presentation 
of  this  debate.  This  debate  was  in  fact 
presented  in  an  admirable  fashionby  the 
YFG  aixl  successfully  allowed  students 
a forum  to  discuss,  question,  and  argue 
an  intensely  controversial  issue. 

A professor  of  mine  this  summer, 
the  Honorable  Robert  Ccrsiung.said  that 
the  problem  with  the  abortion  debate  is 
that  there  is  no  reciprocity  of  respect 
between  the  opposing  view-points.  I 
agree  with  him.  When  the  YFG  decided 
to  handle  this  sensitive  issue,  we  decided 


to  do  so  in  a manner  which  would  show 
respect  for  both  sides  as  well  as  promot- 
ing informaiion-aboul  both  views. 

Inordcr  to  ensure  an  unbiased  pre- 
scniationoflhe  issue,  we  askedthe  Loyola 
Debate  Tfeamlo  present  the  debate.  The 
debate  team  did  a fantastic  Job  of  pre- 
senting and  arguing  both  view  points. 
They  were  asked  to  confer  with  both  the 
YFG  and  the  Loyola  Evergreens  For 
Life,  which  they  did,  before  presenting 
the  arguments.  Secondly,  because  the 
intent  of  this  debate  was  to  promote 
respect  and  knowledge,  we  provided  for 
aqueslion-answerperiod  where  sludenLs 
were  able  to  voice  their  frustrations  and 
ask  for  an  even  greater  explanation  from 
eachsidc.  Onccagain,  a third  party,  the 
debate  team,  fielded  the  questions  and 
complainLs.  1 believe  that  Loyola  stu- 
dents handled  this  with  class.  Students 
managed  to  express  themselves  without 
slandering  those  with  whom  they  dis- 
agreed. In  fact,  thconlyslandering  which 
occurred  was  the  Ignorant  letter  lo  the 
editor  to  which  I respond. 

Finally,  the  literature  aval  table  be- 
fore and  after  the  debate  was  a mixturcof 
Pro-Choice  and  Pro-Life  literature.  The 
Young  Fcmimsi  Group  contacted  the 
Loyola  Evergreens  Bsr  Life  and  asked 


the  group  lo  provide  Pro-Life  informa- 
tion tocounlcrour  Pro-Choice  informa- 
tion. Uponrcqucst  from  the  rcprcscnia- 
livc  from  the  Evergreens  for  Life,  the 
literature  was  intcrplaccd.  The  author 
of  the  editorial  was  clearly  ignorant  to 
the  fact  that  information  was  provided 
fmm  both  sides  of  the  issue,  ’nic  YFG 
succeeded  Ih  our  objective  lo  present 
the  abortion  issue  in  an  informative, 
unbiased  nianner  while  promoting  re- 
spect.

"X."  have 
to  the  8NTragcAmcncttn?ThcMury' Itself 
may  seem  typical  of  any  Afncan-Amen- 
can  being  poor  who  found  his  way  out, 
so  to  speak.  He  ran  some  scams  and  got 
caught . He  went  to  prison.  He  w as  agrcai 
leader,  b that  ait  anyone  has  heard  of 
MalcolmX,beMda,"by  any  means  nec- 
essary?" Malcolm  X was  more. 

"X."  in  and  of  luelf,  gives  a person 
AH  insider's  glimpse  at  Malcolm  X.  If 
anyone  hascvertcad  77irAutohio^rap/i>' 
ofMakolmX  by  Ale*  Haley,  on  which 
the  film  is  based,  "X~  w a decent  inicr- 
piTiation  Malcolm  Little  (hts  onginal 
riAfne,  before  adopting  "X~  as  a symbol 
of  the  unknown  ongin  and  history  of  all 
AfrKan-Amcncans)  went  through  phe- 
nomena] changes  from  a punk  husilm' 
deals  and  conkin'  his  hair  to  become  a 
nghtcuus  individuAl,  strong  in  his  sw  arc- 
ness  of  hLs  culture  and  himself.  Dcn/cl 
Washington  conveys  Malcolm's  reality 
and  personage  that  is  unfamiliar  tomany. 
Washington's  piousness  and  dcdtcaiion 


traycdhcrc. 

All  the  hype  preceding  this  epic  film 
w as  well  worth  it.  “X"  not  only  takes  on 
ihegarganluaniaskofb ringing  Malcolm 
X’s  life  to  the  screen,  but  does  it  in  an 
antul  manner.  Lee  employs  his  well- 
known  filming  techniques  of  in-your- 
face  soliloquies,  freoe-frame’s,  float- 
ing movements  of  a body  with  the  scen- 
ery drifting  past,  as  if  on  an  aulomaicd 
sidewalk,  and  extreme  close-up's,  espe- 
cially powerful  in  the  scene  Malcolm  is 
shown  the  difference  between  the  dictio- 
nary dcrimlion.s  of  "black"  and  "white." 
•‘Soiled,"  “stained."  "dismal,"  and"ho5- 
lilc,"  arc  listed  under  black,  while  while 
ts  defined  J>  “pure,"  “fortunate, ” and 
"harmless."  These  words  flash  onscreen 
as  sharply  us  the  black  print  contrasts 
with  the  white  page. 

Lee  also  adopts  Oliver  Slone's, 
"JFK"  method  of  splicing  historical  foot- 
age into  the  actual  film.  The  conclusion 
of  the  movie  is  presented  as  a documen- 
tary and  proves  to  be  poHlically-power- 
ful.'Thcretsacameoappeariinccofsomc- 
one,  I won't  say  who,  but  his  mere  pres- 
ence on  the  screen  drives  the  entire  point 
of  the  film  home,  like  an  epiphany. 

Blindnevs,  replaced  by  revelation 
and  understanding  is  a major  ihcmc  of 
the  film.  Malcolm’s  enure  life  pmgrcsscs 
throughstagesofunde  islanding  the  rela- 
tionship between  man  and  race.  It  starts

with  Malcolm  being  told  by  his  elemen- 
tary school  teacher  that  he  cannot  enter- 
tain the  possibility  of  becoming  a law- 
yer, even  though  he  has  the  best  grades  in 
class.  "You  ARE  a nigger."  he  says,  as  if 
thai  fact  is  enough  for  Malcolm  to  aban- 
don his  dreams,  and  pursue  a career  in 
which  he  can,  "work  with  his  hands." 
Unfortunately,  ihis  discouragement  is 
enough  to  convince  a young  Malcolm 
that  he  is  not  capable  of  professional 
success,  evident  in  the  fact  that  his  edu- 
cation abruptly  ended  in  thccighth  grade. 

Malcolm  then  turns  to  crime,  as  a 
more  prufiiablc  and  powerful  alternative 
to  his  previous  menial  Jobs.  As  "Detroit 
Red,"  Malcolm  gains  an  illusory  self- 
respect  and  coniiulovcrhis  life.  Through 
drug  use,  gambling,  drinking,  dating  a 
white  woman,  and  robbing  well-to-do 
whiles,  Malcolm  can  artificially  equate 
himself  with  whilcsocicty  and  gain  so- 
cial respect  from  his  peers, 

Inevitably.  Malcolm  is  caught  by 
the  police  for  his  illicit  dealings  and 
sperids  a six  and  a half  years  in  prison. 
Hisalliludc.at  first,  Ls  one  biiicrdctiancc 
shown  in  his  refusal  lo  recite  his  identi- 
fication number  to  the  guards.  He  conse- 
quently spends  3U  days  in  solitary  con- 
flnemcnl,  intended  to  break  hLs  rebel- 
lious spirit.  It  docs,  but  only  physically. 
During  his  incarccraiion.Ma] CO Imchanis 
to  himself  “1  amstnmg,  I am  strung,  I am 
strong.”  refuses  water,  breaking  off  the 


spout  inserted  into  the  pitch  black  room, 
and  yells  buck  at  the  Cod-pcddlingprison 
chaplain,  "Chappy,  what  did  Jesus  ever 
do  for  me?  WHAT  DID  HE  EVER  DO 
FOR  ME?" 

After  his  ielca.se  from  solitary  con- 
finement, Malcolm  is  approached  by 
Baines,  a fellow  prisoner,  who  teaches 
Malcolm  the  value  of  knowledge  and 
Islam  spirituality.  Islam's  denunciation 
of  alcohol,  drugs,  cigarettes,  and  forni- 
cation, combined  with  a stringent  self- 
control  and  devotion,  serves  as  the  philo- 
sophical vehicle  that  carries  Malcolm 
away  from  his  past  life  of  amorality  and 
self-denunciation.  He  moves  toward  a 
desiinaiion  of  cnlighicnmcnl  and  self- 
empowerment. 

Malcolm’s  post-prison  life  is  what 
made  him  a Civil  Rights  icon.  His  ex- 
tremist views  advocating  total  separa- 
tion of  blacks  and  whiles  to  establish 
pcaccarc  transformed  when  he  travels  to 
Mecca.  Prison  was  not  the  only  catalyst 
ofehange,  Malcolm's  pilgrimage,  known 
as  a hajj.  proves  to  be  an  equally  drastic 
turning  point  in  his  life.  Spike  Lee  dem- 
oasiraiCA  both  his  incarceration  and  hajj 
with  ariistic  finery. 

Upon  his  arrival  in  Mecca,  Malcolm 
is  shocked  at  the  diversity  of  his  fellow 
pilgriras  - they  arc  black,  brown,  yellow, 
red,  and  yes,  blond,  blue-eyed  whiles.  In 
Mecca,  Lee  presents  warmth  among  the 
inhahiiani.s  toward  Malailm.  He  re-evalu-

Thematic  scenes  of  jealousy  and 
revenge,  the  gixxl  turning  bad,  loyally 
uniil  death  and  the  question  of  bciruyal 
were  played  through  four  chiiraciets. 
Baines  later  lunvs  on  Malcolm  and  insti- 
gates his  full  from  power  by  convincing 
ihe  honorable  Elijah  Muhammad  who 
hcails  the  Nulion  of  Islam,  lhai  Malcolm 
was  noi  prcachingchungc  for  the  Nation 
anymore,  but  for  himself.  Laura. 
Malcolm's  girlfriend,  after  being  sc.xu- 
ally  rejected  by  Mulailm  bccau.se  he 
feels  he  IS  not  worthy  to  take  her  virgin- 
ily,  luiTLs  to  an  empty  life  of  prosiiiuiion. 
Biuihcr  Earl  outright  disobeys  the  order, 
of  the  Nation  to  wire  Malcolm’s  car,  in 
order  that  It  may  explode  and  kill  him 
upon  ignition. 

“X"  also  deals  with  the  qucsilon.s  of 
black/whitc  rclulioaships  and  the  value 
ofskincolor.  Malcolm  leaves  Laura  for 
Sophia,  the  white  woman  who  Malcolm 
identifies  as  one  loculi  out  "Rope,"  If  her 
relationship  with  a black  man  was  dls- 
covcfcdbyhcrwhilc  peers.  LouiscLitllc. 
Malcolm’s  mother,  was  fuir-skinncd.  the 
product  of  rape  a generation  back,  mar- 
ried the  darkest  man  she  could  find  to 
obliterate  all  whiteness  in  her  children. 
Belly  Shabary,  Malcolm's  wife  and  the 
mother  of  his  daughicis,  throws  at  her 
husband  the  prospect  of  the  Nation  turn- 
ing against  him  and  her  finding  another 
husband  if  he  docs  nul  u.ssumc  ihe  roles 
ihai  he  promised,  u.s  u father  and  hus- 
band. She  asks  him,  "Arc  you  so  blind?" 

Arc  we  so  blind?  Do  we,  as  a soci- 
ety, val  uc  so  much  the  colorofone'sskin 
that  colored  peoples  living  in  America 
denigrate  ihcm.sclves?  Do  we,  as  people 
of  color,  remain  silent  and  adhere  to  the 
garbage  we  arc  (old  is  iruth?Are  we  a 
self-fulfilling  prophecy?  Malcolm  and 
the  Nation  of  Islam  represent  one  allcr- 
nalivc,  which  rests  on  the  belief  in  u 
higher  power  and  to  see  oneself  as  equal, 
not  lesser  or  greater,  lo  all.  Malcolm 
represents  challenge  after  change,  in- 
vestment after  gaining  knowledge,  and 
the  living  of  one's  phllasophy.  By  as- 
suming"X"  a.shls  lust  name,  hccxplorcd 
what  he  did  not  know  - himself.  In  a 
society  that  tells  you  who  and  what  you 
ore  bused  on  ihc  color  of  your  skin.  S34 
million  is  pocket  change  fur  the  re -edu- 
cation of  America.

He  reinstilled  passion 
and  paihos  into  the  gangster  story  with 
itt  GedfaOter  trilogy.  Wth  'Apocalypse 
Now.*  he  unflinchingly  displayed  the 
horror  and  madness  that  ran  rampant 
through  Vietnam  almost  adecade  before 
Oliver  Stone-  With  his  latest  work.  Bram 
Stoker's  “Dracula,*  Coppola  takes  the 
honor  film  to  beighisit  has  never  reached 
beforc- 

Bram  Stoker's  ‘Dracula’  is  techni- 
cally. a remake  of  the  original  1940’s 
•Dracula"  with  Bela  Lugosi,  but  its  title 
IS  really  where  the  similarities  end.  This 
filmgoes  much  deeper,  in  terms  of  story 
and  of  cinematic  technique  than  ever 
could  be  imagined  in  the  40’s.  Its  faith- 
fulness to  the  original  Stoker  text,  with 
all  its  Victorian  propriety  and  repressed 
sexuality  has  been  wonderfully  pre- 
served. The  uniform  production  code 
that  governed  Coppola’s  predecessors 
would  never  have  allowed  the  level  of 
eroticism  that  Stoker's  vampire  tale 
evoked-  And  the  slew  of  vampire  films 
ihatcnsucdm Ihc70’sand80  scaptured 
the  substance,  but  not  the  style  that  made 
Dracula  such  a literary  classic.  That  is 
not  the  case  here. 

Gary  Oldman  ("Sid  & Nancy")  por- 
trays the  classic  Count,  a Transylvanian 
warrior  formerly  known  in  history  as 
Vlad  the  Impalcr.  who  renounces  God 
after  his  wife  plunges  to  her  dcaih  upon 
being  misinformed  that  he  has  died  in 
battle.  His  love  for  her  endures  the  cen-

tunes  as  he  preys  upon  generation  after 
gcncrdlion.  until  he  finds  her  seemingly 
reincarnated  in  the  fiancee  of  his  lawyer, 
Jonathan  Marker  (Keanu  Reeves).  The 
Count  leaves  Marker  at  the  mercy  of  his 
vampire  brides,  while  he  heads  for  En- 
gland to  reunite  with  his  beloved. 

As  Mma,  Winona  Ryder  never  rises 
to  the  level  of  passion  and  anguish  that 
Oldman  evokes.  This  does  not  mean  that 
she  lacks  talent;  some  of  her  scenes  with 
Oldman  and  newcomer  Sadie  Frasi  as 
Lucy  Wcsienra  arc  intense  and  pulsing 
with  sexual  energy.  Oldman,  it  seems, 
operates  with  such  sincerity  and  raw 
emotion,  it  is  hard  for  anyone  to  match  it. 

Except  for  maybe  Anthony 
Hopkins.  Hopkins'  Van  Hclsing  is  por- 
trayed as  much  of  a powerful  and  com- 
milled  force  for  good  as  Dracula  is  for 

evil.  Despite  the  irpolariiy.lhcy  arc  bound 


by  their  passions  and  convictions. 
Hopkins  reveals  inevcry  inch  of  being,  a 
man  that  has  been  to  hell  and  back.  By 
the  end  of  the  film,  admittedly,  he  has 
become  God's  madman. 

(n  a film  as  rich  in  performance  as 
this,  it  is  a fascinating  fact  that  the  real 
power  of  the  film  comes  from  its  style 
and  technique.  Filmed  entirely  on  sound 
stages,  there  is  a depth  and  pageantry  to 
every  aspect  of  the  production  that  is 
overwhelming.  F)om  the  lavish  sets  lo 
the  elegant  costumes,  to  the  elaborate 
special  effects,  the  attentions  lo  detail 

produces  agorgeous  film.  Thcreis  a new 
scnseofEuropcaninfluencconCoppoUi’s 

style  present  in  "Dracula,"  mixed  in  with 
his  many  classic  techniques.  His  recur- 
ring theme  of  marrying  high  religion 
with  scenes  of  unspeakable  violence  U 
appropriate  andquilccffeclivcycl  again. 


One  wonders  iflhcsc  themes  were  in- 
fused by  him.  or  what  drew  him  to  the 
script  In  the  first  place. 

Coppolubrcaks  new  ground  for  him- 
self with  the  erotic  dcpiKs  of  "Dracula." 
While  not  as  blatant  or  graphic  us  the 
exploitative  horror  films  that  preceded 
him.  Of  the  popular  Anne  Ricc  vampire 
novels,  he  docs  bring  a very  Intriguing 
sexual  dynamic  to  the  surface.  The  dif- 
ference here  is  that  he  evokes  the  inher- 
ent sensuality  without  trumping  It  up  for 
mere  litillalion.  preserving  the  artistic 
integrity. 

Bram  Stoker’s  "Dracula"  b,  quite 
simply,  a triumph,  in  that  it  pays  respects 
to  the  essential  spiritof  the  horror  genre. 
Francis  Ford  Coppola  raises  the  stakes  lo 
encompass  not  what  Is  bc.st  in  horror, but 
what  is  best  in  cinema  as  well.
